The “Win-the-Peace Confer- 
ence,” meeting for the first time 
in Washington under a cloud of 
accusations that it had prepon- 
derant backing from communists, 
followed the communist line in its 
resolutions and named a former 
American Peace Mobilization 
member as co-chairman of its 
off-shoot, the “National Commit- 
tee to Win the Peace.” In New 
York, the national board of the 
Communist Party sent out a di- 
rective which acknowledged its 
paternity of the American Youth 
for Democracy. At the same 
time the Spanish Embassy in 
Washington hit back at Spain's 
United Nations critics, the War- 
saw Polish government, by an- 
nouncing that Spain had never 
recognized that government “im- 
posed upon Poland by the Soviet 
occupation.” 

Washington, April 15—(NC)— 
Typical of resolutions passed at the 
Win-the-Peace Conference, which 
met here amid charges that it had 
a Communist-party-line character 
was that supporting Poland’s pro- 
osal to have Spain isolated by the 
Inited Nations. 

The resolution on Spain urged 
the United States “actively to sup- 
port Poland when its delegate 
brings the matter of Franco Spain 
before the Security Council,” to 
“break commercial and diplomatie 
relations, and to “recognize the 
Republican government-in-exile.” 
The Spanish exile faction has re- 
cently decided to admit commu- 
nists. 

Delegates to the meeting decided 
to set up a new group to be known 
as the “National Committee to Win 
the Peace.” Named as co-chairmen 
were Col. Evans F. Carlson, Ma- 
rine officer, and Paul Robeson, 
singer and actor, a former leades

Pontiff Exhorts World To Feed 
Hungry Without Discrimination 
In The Face Of Common Danger 


_ Vatican City, April 8—(NC)—Reminding that “the 
sinister shadow of famine rests on at least a quarter of the 
entire population of the globe,”” His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
today appealed to the conscience of the world to speed 
“prompt and sufficient succor” to wherever need is making 


itself felt. 


“May the conviction penetrate@— 


everywhere,” the Holy Father ex- 
claimed, “that the present threat 
of famine is a common danger, 
which should draw together all the 
peoples in brotherly solidarity and 
union such as leaves behind it all 
differences, all conflicts, all particu-. 
lar interests. 

“What does it matter, at this 
moment, to know where to lay the 
responsibilities or what share in 


them falls to each one for the 
wrongs ana fatal negligences? 
What does it matter to ascertain 
who is more or less worthy of 
help?” he asked. 


Speaking “with Our heart in the 

rip of deep anguish,” the Common 

ather said starvation threatens 
“to reap whole multitudes,” until 
its fatalities vill make the com- 
batant and non-combatant deaths 
of World War II “almost insignifi- 
cant.” 


Even the forthcoming harvest 
will not definitely solve the food 
situation, His Holiness warned, say- 
ing “there will be almost 16 
months, during which the daily 
ore which we send up to Our 

ather in Heaven even in times of 
prosperity, will have to become 
more earnest and more fervent: 
Give us this day our daily bread.” 

Tue Sovereign Pontiff appealed 
to homemakers, the heads of fami- 
lies and rulers to conserve food on 
all levels, and denounced in stern 
words those who “enrich them- 
selves by illicit speculation or vile 
forms of trade.”

stave off the starvation that 
threatens so many millions of per- 
sons.” 

The appeal of the Holy Father 
was given added emphasis this 
week by Herbert Hoover, who is 
touring Europe as chief of Presi- 
dent Truman’s famine emergency 
committee, when he placed the to- 
tal number of persons threatened 
with famine at 170 millions. 

Mr. Hoover estimated that on 
the European continent alone, 20 
million children are not only badly 
undernourished, but steadily devel- 
oping tuberculosis, rickets, anemia 
and other diseases resulting from 
subnormal feeding. 

All relief goods collected by War 
Relief Services-N.C.W.C. are ship- 
ped directly to its representatives 
in 17 countries of Europe and 
Asia. Actual distribution of relief 
is handled by local relief agencies, 
utilizing the service of 22,000 vol- 
unteers. 

In France alone, 8,000 Sisters of 
Charity are voluntarily distributing 
relief sent from America, in Hol- 
land, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Germany, Poland, Austria, Yugo- 
slavia, Italy and Malta, the 
Catholic charity organizations are 
contributing the services of their 

rsonnel without any cost. In the 
Philippines, the Catholic Welfare 

ization has placed its service 
at the dis l of War Relief Ser- 
vices-N.C.W.C. In North Africa, 
the Whitefathers and White Sis- 
ters have done outstanding work 
in bringing medical services and 
emergency relief to the civilian 
population. In China, the agencies 
which handle relief for War Relief 
Services are the Chinese Catholic 
Medical Society and the Chinese 
Catholic Cultural Association.

“In this great world offensive 
against famine, the United States 
has generously taken the lead. 
Canada, too, is taking the same way 
in its: traditional liberality. For its 
part Great Britain, with timely 
forethought, has convoked in its 


capital an international conference 
to discuss food problems and in the | 


meantime has left in force war time 
restrictions on the use of many 
eatables.” 

The Holy Father said of the 
States of Latin America that “Di-| 
vine Providence has assigned them | 
in our days a magnificent task: to | 


be the dispensers of its gifts.” “In| 
very truth,” His Holiness added, | 
“the granaries of the world, the| 
Argentine and Brazil, on the eve} 
of the calamities saw their im-| 
mense lands answer to their labors | 
and their agricultural methods with | 
a fertility surpassing that of pre- | 
war years.” 

Cautioning against violence while 
this world crisis is being met, Pope 
Pius said “it would be fatal to think 
that the crisis can be overcome un- 
less tranquility and public order 
are maintained.” “It is necessary 
that all remain calm,” he added. 
“History shows us all too often the 
disastrous results of that delusion 
which drives hungry mobs tc revolt 
and pillage.”

Alabama Jesuit

parents to understand their child- 
ren and to make them feel that 
they are wanted was emphasized 
by the Rev. Wm. D. O’Leary, S.J., 
M.D., president of Spring Hill Col- 
lege, of Alabama, in the final lec- 
ture of the Catholic Evidence Ser- 
fes at the Central Catholic High 


School auditorium last Sunday 
night. 

Speaking on “God’s Younger 
Children” he referred to very

Concerning the problems pecul- 
far to the present age confronting 
both Catholic and non-Catholic par- 
ents today, he said: 

“We are living in a pagan age. 
The ordinary Catholic family is 
immersed in a sea of paganism, 
of pagan ideas and pagan mor- 
ality. The era of ‘debunking’ 
everything just after World War I, 
throwing over ‘conventions’ which 
were confused with moral codes, 
is the cause of much wncertainty 
in a great many non-Catholic par- 
ents—they don’t know what is 
right or wrong.”

Affection Should Be Intellectual 

“Affection does not mean senti- 
mentality or emotional demonstra- 
tions. It means a real intellectual 
affection which manifests itself in 
the acceptance of the child. It 
means giving him a sense of being 
wantgl, or belonging, of amount- 
ing to something, of having some 
value in the home. 

“The human being has the long- 
est period of dependence on the 
family or on those who have charge 
of him. At birth he is absolutely 
helplessness of one kind or an- 
other for several years. Even then 
he is dependent to a large extent 
on his elders. In a. sense he en- 
joys this dependence but in an- 
other sense he resents it. 

“We must take both these feel- 
ings into consideration. First we 
must give him a feeling of being 
wanted, a sense of security and the 
te ge ar that his presence is a 
elp and not a hindrance. This 
sense of security is one of the 
most important factors in the 
roper adjustment of a young life. 
econdly, we must allow for a 
feeling of independence, allowing 
for the own personal differences 
of the child for each kind has his 
own personality.”

Physics Department 


Notre Dame—Dr. Gian Carlo 
Wick, internationally famous Ital- 
ian physicist, has joined the De- 
partment of Physics at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, it was an- 
nounced this week, by the Rev. J.

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First Shipment 
Of Food, Clothing, 
Arrives In Austria 


War Relief Services, 
NCWC Supplies Also 
Reach China And India 


New York, April 15—(NC)—The 
first shipment of food, clothing and 
other relief supplies to Austria by 
War Relief Services of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference has 
arrived in that country according 
to a radiogram from Thomas Fox, 
representative of War Relief Ser- 
vices NCWC in Austria. 

Goods which have been unloaded 
at the Port of Antwerp and then 
put into forty freight cars for ship- 
ment to Salzburg, Austria, amount- 


ed to 1,131,303 pounds valued at 
$353,909. They were distributed 
as follows: twenty carloads in 
Vienna, six in Innsbruck, four in 
Linz, four in Salzburg, three in 
Graz, and three in Klagenfurt. 

Twenty carloads for Vienna were 
officially turned over to Cardinal 
Innitzer in the presence of Mon- 
signor Weinbacher, Chancellor of 
Figl, and General Hayes of the 
United States Army who repre- 
sented Lt. General Mark Clark. 

Among the items in this ship- 
ment were 460,642 cans of vegeta- 
bles, 123,408 cans of soup, 100,000 
cans of baby food and fruit, as well 
as rice, flour, oatmeal and other 
cereals. 

In line of clothing were 15,780 
pieces of infants’ wear, 3,565 wom- 
en’s cotton and rayon dresses, 5,115 
boys’ pants, knickers, and slacks, 
and numerous other items such as 
shoes, hats, underwear, shirts, coats 
and. robes. 

Monsignor Patrick A. O’Boyle, 
Executive Director of War Relief 
Services NCWC said all other sup- 
plies would be distributed to needy 

ersons through “Caritas” which 
is a federation of Austrian Cath- 
olic Welfare Agencies with per- 


sonnell and centres’ throughout 
Austria. 
Other recent shipments from 


War Relief Services NCWC, con- 
sisted of 1,000,000 pounds of flour 
an’ other grain for China and l,- 
060,000 pounds of flour for India. 

The distribution of flour in In- 
dia will be supervised by Catholic 
Agencies under direction of the 
Most Rev. Thomas Robert, S.J., 
Archbishop of Bombay. 

All of the food in these ship- 
ments was collected in the “Food 
For The War Stricken” campaign 
which was conducted in the 15,000 
parishes of the United States in 
cooperation with the War Relief 
Services NCWC, in December. 

A similar appeal for canned 
foodstuffs will be inaugurated on 
Mother’s Day, May 12, in the 15,000 
Catholic Parishes throughout the 
United States under the same 
auspices.

While working in a war-torn re- 
gion in Europe, Dan West, a Breth- 
ren relief worker, was inspired with

He also realized that the children 
of devastated areas could never en- 
joy normal living until family 
farms and gardens would produce 
once again. Most of all these little 
ones needed milk. He talked over 
this matter with his fellow work- 
ers.

Such relief would have a lasting 
value since it would put these peo- 
ple in a position to help themsel- 
ves. Thus was conceived the “Heif- 
ers for Relief” project. 


The Idea Grows 


It is a known fact that millions 
of European children are getting 
only one-third of the amount of 
food which is being consumed by 
the average American child. They 
are not eating enough to keep body 
and soul together. Meat, milk and 
eggs are scarcely known to them. 
Thousands are dying of starvation 
in the Netherlands, France, Bel- 
gium, Poland, in the Balkans, as 
well as in ex-enemy territories. 
Well informed persons remind us 
that it will be perhaps five years 
before some of these nations will be 
in a position to raise sufficient food 
for themselves. It will perhaps take 
more years than many of these 
people have to live to overcome the 
effects of hunger, exposure and the 
emotional shock which the war has 
caused them. They look to us, their 
fellow Christians, for immediate 
physical as well as spiritual relief. 
As the people of our country be- 
come aware of the tremendous suf- 
ferings of their fellow mortals they 
become more and more inspired by 
constructive relief methods and in 
particular by relief through the 
“Heifers for Relief” Project. 


The Plan 


Besides providing food and cloth- 
ing to relieve the sufferings of the 
people, the advocates of this plan 
propose to have heifers donated by 
generous persons and to have these 
heifers raised to maturity on Amer- 
ican farms. When they have reached 
the proper age and shipping space 
has been made available they are 
to be sent to the places where they 
are drastically needed. Members of 
the Brethrens Service Committee as 
well as members of other organi- 
zations will travel with these car- 
goes to care for the cattle and to 
see that they arrive at their desti- 
nation in the spirit in which they 
are given. Distribution will be 
made in cooperation with local or- 
ganizations as well as cooperative, 
church and governmental agencies. 
It is to be hoped that no nation will 
be banned-as recipients of our 
charity.

Contact Responsible Agencies 
There should be little difficulty in 


getting a “Heifers for Relief” pro-|¥ 


ject under way in any particular 
area. Any individual will find it 
possible to contribute toward such 
a project in one of five ways: 1) 
Donate or purchase a calf, prefer- 
ably now, although a person may 
wait until time of shipment. 2) 
Donate feed or the cost of feed. 
(Growing calves must be well fed). 
2) Provide tare and shelter for a 
calf or hire some person to care for 
and shelter the animal. 4) Give 
your services. Volunteers are need- 
ed to organize the work, to care for 
the animals during the voyage 
while being shipped to foreign 
parts. 5) Contribute money. Al- 
though administrative expenses are 
kept down to a minimum, neverthe- 
less supervision, promotion and 
transportation to other lands do re- 
quire funds. 


The “Heifers for Relief” program 
has the endorsement of Monsignor 
O’Boyle, Director of the War Relief 
Service, and the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference cooperates 
wholeheartedly with this agency in 
an effort to promote this worthy 
cause. Father H. J. Miller, Pastor 
of St. John’s Church of Goshen, 
Indiana, as well as Father Charles 
Philips, St. Mary’s Church, Oak- 
land, California, have already seen 
the fruit of their apostolic zeal as 
they have worked jointly with the 
Brethren Service Committees in 
their territories. Let us hope that 
herds of cattle, symbols of the 
charity of our people, will soon 
graze in foreign fields, a reminder 
to the nations that we open our 
hearts to suffering humanity.

Tale Of The 
Dogwood Tree

THUNDERSTORM was 
blowing up from the moun- 
tains. Dark clouds’ dropped 
close to the earth, casting fear- 
ful shadows in the forest. Giant 
trees began to shrivel and 
shrink. Strong, massive trunks 
shook as they turned old, gnar- 
led and deformed.

Today the tree sheds a strange 
film of beauty wherever it 
grows, as each spring its twist- 
ed, bent branches cast melan- 
choly shadows over the country 
side. Its blossoms form a cross 
with two long and two short pet- 
als. And the edge of each petal 
is printed with a nail hole— 
brown and rusty with blood; 
while in the center of the flower 
is a crown of thorns. 

The tale is strange and per- 
haps hard to believe, but it does 
seem very possible that Christ 
would protect the tree that was 
made to suffer with Him—pro- 
tects it so that whenever man 
saw it he would be reminded of 
the great blessing it had brought 
him; protect it so that each 
Easter it could offer its white 
blossoms in reparation.

timate public interest. (3) to the 
extent that any church becomes a 
political instrument, no matter 
what its authority, it must be pre- 
pared to defend itself in the politi- 
cal arena, even from its own par- 
ishioners.”” 

Taken in the abstract we fully 
agree with the second and third 
conclusions deduced by Mr. Landis, 
and the Church vehemently con- 
demns that kind of political cleri- 
cal activity. As we noted above, 
the Church exhorts people only to 
follow their conscience in voting 
for political measures or men. She 
has no advice to offer them what- 
soever in the political field unless 
religion or moral issues are in- 


'volved in the campaign. 


But as to Mr. Landis’ first con- 
clusion, we would say that the 
Catholic Church in Mexico is like 
the Catholic Church in the United 
States and elsewhere in the world. 


‘But the word “liberal” among the 


| 


Mexican people has not the same 
significance as it has here in the 
United States. The Mexicans have 
too often seen the word “liberal’”’ 
applied chiefly to irreligion which 


attacks the very foundations of 
faith. That has also heen true in 
‘Italy, France, Spain, Portugal. 
“Liberals,” so-called, were usually

anti-clericals, calling for the con- 
fiscation of all church property, the

approve of those measures, but he 
makes the mistake, so common 
with mxny writers, of judging sit- 
uations in other countries by Uni- 
ted States’ standards, not remem- 
bering that in this country we 
never had a government inimical 
to all religion set up.

The Chicago Catholic High 
School league, which is probably 
the largest and strongest of its 
kind in the country, is now plan- 
ning on staging a national Cath- 
olic prep basketball tournament 
in Chicago next spring.
